AN AMERICAN'S 
GREAT REWARD. 


Charles A. Scliott Houored by KrMUoe for 


Hie Scientific Discoveries. 


There was an interesting scene in 


the library of the White House a few 
days ago, writes W. E. Curtis to the 
Chicago Becord from 
Washington, 


when President McKinley presented 
to Mr. Charles A. Schott a gold medal 
and a prize of 4000 francs recently 
conferred upon him by the institute 
of France, which is recognized as the 
highest scientific authority in the 
world. This prize is open to scholars 
of all countries and is conferred an- 
nually upon the person who is believed 
to have made the most important con- 
tribution to human knowledge during 
the year iu certain branches of in- 
quiry. 
After due consideration the 


prize for 1898 was awarded to Mi-. 
Sehott 
for his discoveries in ter- 


restrial magnetism. 
Mr. Schoti ia 


72 years of age aud looks like a 
country clergyman. He was born in 
Sicily, educated in Germany, came to 
ihe United States in childhood, learned 
the trade of a surveyor and secured 
| employment with the coast survey 
more than 50 years ago. 
He has since 


been engaged iu making computations 
and working out the observations and 
notes of the surveyors. 
In addition 


to his official labors Mr. Schott has 
prepared several volumes of logarithms 
aud other astronomical and mathemat- 
ical textbooks, which are accepted :;s 
authorities throughout the world. The 
extraordinary discovery for which he 
has been awarded this prize.aud which 
is considered the most important con- 
tribution to human knowledge during 
the last year, was a method by which 
the variations of the compass may be 
anticipated. 
In other words, he had 


prepared tables similar to those of the 
uautica? almanac, by which a navigator 
at sea or a surveyor or astronomer on 
land may know two or three years in 
advance the variation of the magnetic 
needle at any degree of latitude or 
longitude on the earth's surface. 


The president make a graceful little 


speech as he presented the prize, 
which had come to him through 'the 
government of France and the depart- 
ment of state for presentation to Mr. 
Schott, aud remarked that it was one 
of the highest honors that could be 
conferred and was a pleasant proof 
that in science there are no interna- 
tional boundaries. The prize has been 
founded by an Englishman, awarded 
by a Frenchman and won by an 
American.

Side Paths For Bicycles. 


A bill iu the interest of bicyclers be- 


came a 1-w when Governor Stone affix- 
ed his signature. 


It provides that upon petition from at 


least 25 freeholders, residents of a coun- 
ty, who are bic3'clers, the court shall ap- 
poaini three resident wheelmen as side 
path commissioners, to serve without 
compensation other than necessary ex- 
penses. A tax of f 1, or so much thereof 
as may be recommended by the side path 
commissioners, shall be paid upon each 
bicycle iu the county. The taxes shall 
constitute a side path fund, to be used 
for construction and maintenance of the 
paths. 


Another bill passed the House and 


went to the Senate, provides that for 
wilfully injuring or obstructing side- 
paths constructed under the law an of- 
fender shall be punished by a fine of £10 
or 30 days' imprisonment, or both.

Canada will be able to boast of a 


new article of export this year and 
will glnt tlie foreign 
skunk skins. The part 
try which will furnish 
the northern part of the province of 
Quebec, and in the midst of the Laur- 
entiau ranges. 


Here is Canada's great skunk farm, 


anil here are the thousands of skunks 
whose skins, under the 
name of 


Alaska sable, will begin to be ex- 
ported this year. The existence of 
the farm is very little known. 


The owner of the farm is J.Z.Desor- 


meau, a French-Canadian, who made 
his money as a manufacturer of gloves. 
He has retired from active business 
at present and has any amount of time 
to attend to his two hobbies, the 
breeding of skunks and swine. 
The 


skunk idea first struck him. He ac- 
quired three islands in the river 
known variously as the Riviere Rouge 
and the Riviere Chaude. One of these 
islands he devoted to skunks and the 
other to swine. The third island is 
still unused. He had heard that skunk 
skins commanded an excellent price in 
London markets; that they could be 
sold without any special preparation 
beyond salting and the dying and that 
it cost next to nothing tc keep skimks. 
He also knew that the terrible odor 
for which tbe skunk is responsible at 
times is never manifest except by rea- 
son of great fright or anger, and he 
immediately thought of trying to 
breed the animals systematically. 
He 


caused advertisements to be put in all 
tbe French-Canadian country news- 
papers, and shortly afterward skunks 
began to arrive by the dozens at his 
warehouse, done up in boxes, baskets, 
empty bee hives or anything that 
would bold them. As they arrived he 
shipped them to bis island and ordered 
the man whom he had put there as 
caretaker to let them loose on tbe big- 
gest of the three tracts. In all lie re- 
ceived about 400 skunks. 


This was in the fall of 1895. 
As a 


female skunk raises from six to ten 
young each season, and as the yoang 
mature almost immediately., it is easy 
to imagine the number of skunks by, 
this time occupying tbe island. In 
any attempt to figure this ont, bow- 
ever, it must be remembered that in 
the spring of 1896, before tbe iee was 
ont of the river, several hundred, of 
the animals made tracks over tbe ice 
into tbe forests of the mainland. Ever 
since that time tbe island itas been 
fenced in with wire setting. 


Skunk island contains about sev- 


enty-five or eighty acres, a small part 
of which is cleared for farming pur- 
poses, and which produces enough to 
feed tbe caretaker and bis family, who 
live in a small frame house. There is 
nothing to tbe casual visitor to distin- 
guish tbe island, from any other, bar- 
ring the-wire fence. In daytime tbere 
is no sign whatever of its being~in- 
iiabited by a large number of skuuks. 
If one penetrates tbe woods the -whisk 
01 a heavy black tail perhaps may 
mark their presence. Tbe caretaker 
is responsible for tbe statement tbat 
smells are very infrequent—then only 
wben seme of the males have a fight. 
They bide themselves carefully in clay- 
time, but as soon as the evening be- 
gins to fall they come out. 
Some of 


them are so tame that tbey vralk right 
up to tbe bouse and eat out of tbe 
baucls of tbe keeper. Tlieir food costs 
very little. To a great extent tliey 
find tbeir own food, but about once a 
month in tbe warm weather a load <>? 
refuse from tbe abattoirs is shipped 
to tbe island. For the rest, tbe care- 
taker catches bores and other small 
game, which be kills and bangs up in 
tbe bushes, where the skunks eat tbe 
flesh.

tbe fact- that tbe demand for pelts is 
far greater than tbe supply and tbe 
prices are correspondingly good. Tbe 
latest quotations for skunk skins make 
them worth SO cents apiece, wholesale, 
for "black, prime cased." This is for 
tbe first quality skins, tbe fur being 
all black and the skin cured by turn- 
ing it inside ont and drying it oa a 
board. 
White skins are worth 10 


cents; "full-striped"—a white stripe 
running clear down tbe back—25 
cents and "balf-stripetl"' 45 cents. 
Laid down in England tbey are wpith 
a goocl deal more. 


Skunk skins make eae of tbe big- 


gest items in the fur market. 
Tbey 


go tinder tbe attractive 
name of 


"Alaska sable.;' It is not believed 
tbat tbere are any skunks in Alaska, 
tbe latitude being too liigh for them, 
but many thousands of tbe pelts are 
taken in tbe British possessions,pass- 
ing through the hands of the Hudson 
Bay company. Tast numbers of amffs 
are made from this fur, which fre- 
quently is passed for tbat of the big, 
long-haired Abyssinian monkey. Far- 
riers have a special method for getting 
rid of the peculiar effluvium, 
but 


sometimes in a warm room, a tnnff or 
a boa of Alaska sable develops un- 
pleasant odors. 


Eigbty cents apiece may not seem 


very much wholesale price for the 


best skias, but the profit in the farm* 
ing business referred to lies mainly 
in the fact that it involves no expense 
worth mention Lug. 
The most barren 


land is suitable for the purpose if 
fenced in and the animals fed on offal. 
Tbe little animals are not at all hard 
to manage, being as tamable as kin- 
tens. In fact the mephitis Americana 


j is remarkable for. its back of fear of 
| man. This may be due in part to its 


confidence in its own weapon of de- 
fence, but it will never use this ex- 
cept under the greatest provocation. 
It seeks the neighborhood, of human 
habitations. Tbe little spotted skunks 
are often kept as pets by the miners 
in the far west, the undesirable glands 
being removed. 


The French-Canadians believe in 


the medicinal properties of parts of 
the skunk. It has been admitted by 
physicians that the peculiar secretion 
of the skunk is a valuable remedy for 
asthma, while skunk oil is considered 
a panacea for all ills, aad- is sold at 
$S a gallon. —Chicago Eecord. 


THE DANGEROUS NAUTILUS- 


luterestinjj Aec-ount of This Pretty bat 


1'oisouous Marine Creation. 


C. F. Holder gives an interesting 


account of his experiences with the 
physalia, the nautilus-like denizen of 
southern waters, which Boats on the 
surface with its trailing fishing lines 
extending far below, says tbe Boston 
Transcript. 
The balloon, or float, is 


from two to five or six inches in 
length; a delicate sac filled with air, 
and tinted with many beautiful hues, 
among which purple, pearl and pink 
predominate. 
One end is elongated 


like a finger, and along the dorsal 
surface extends a ruffle Avhich can be 
raised at will, and becomes a perfect 
sail, richly tinted in red. yellow, pink 
and silver. 
\Vhen the animal is at 


rest tbe membrane is furled; at other 
times it is raised two or three inches, 
and, catching the wind, drags the ten- 
tacles at an augie of forty degrees to 
the surface of the water. These are 
purple, hair-like objects, which look 
very beautiful, as, crinkled and curly, 
tbey drift through the water. 
But 


woe to the unfortunate fish which, at- 
tracted by their bright appearance, 
touches them. He is instantly in- 
closed by the tentacles and stung to 
death with a thousand darts. 
The 


tentacles are covered with minute 
bombs, resembling an elongated cip- 
sule. in tbe braacbing points on the 
dart, a thread with branching points on 
either side. 


But this is not the entire armament 


of the physalia. The coiled dart or 
lasso floats in a liquid poison of great 
power, of tbe effect of which Mr. 
Holder speaks from personal experi- 
ence. He was swimming in five feet 
of water, when he passed over the 
tentacles of a large physalia. 
Tbe 


sensation as tbe purple threads wound 
around the abdomen and thigh was of 
molten metal being thrown upon the 
flesh, and tbe shock vras so great that 
he had to be assisted from the water. 
They tried vainly to rub oft' tbe blue 
mass with cloths.and then witb kni res, 
and filially a razor was used. Tbe 
flesh was raised as ia a burn, the mass 
or darts apparently eating into tbe 
flesh. The case became alarming, 
and a fatal termination might have re- 
sulted had aid not been at hand. One 
singular symptom of the shock was 
an obstinate 
asthmatic condition, 


which made breathing almost impos- 
sible. It was several weeks before 
the wounds were completely healed, 
and even twelve months after the flesh 
had tbe appearance of being tattooed 
in fanciful designs of blue India ink. 
Of all tbe so-called "stinging ani- 
mals" foun l in tbe sea, the beautiful 
physalia is probably tbe most danger- 
ous. 


Sailors* T-ove of Animals. 


An incident illustrating tbe sailor's 


attachment for animals was recently 
reported. 
The item was as follows: 


"As Commander Lewis Blackburn of 
tbe cruiser Blenheim was leaving tbe 
hulk Royal Adelaide in Chatham dock- 
vard one night, a gazelle, which be 
had recently brought from abroad, ran 
to meet him, and. while affectionately 
rubbing against him fell overboard. 
Commander Blackburn, who -was in 
full nniforni, promptly plunged into 
the basin although the risk was great, 
the night being intensely dark and 
there being chains between tbe Ade- 
laide and other ships. Shouting for 
lights to be brorigbt, bs kept hi-nself 
and tbe gazelle afloat until both were 
rescued."—London Times.

THE BEEF INVESTIGATORS. 


Report "Will Probably >:ot Sus- 
tain General Miles' Cliarjres. 


Washington, April 13.—TLe \7ade 


Court of Inquiry hslci three sessions 
yesterday. The court has begun the 
framing of its report. It is regarded 
as certain that the court Tvill find 
that General Miles' charges that em- 
balmed beef or chemically prepared 
beef -was sent to-* the army have not 
been sustained. The position of th^ 
court Is believed to be thai the testi- 
mony is conclusive that both the 
refrigerated beef and tae canned beef 
•were,, in good condition \vhen de- 
livered to the government, ana con- 
tinued so until issued to the troops, ex- 
cept that portion daiaag-d in transpor- 
tation or affected by tropical condi- 
tions, and to these causes of injury and 
these, conditions the chief causes of 
trouble will be.attributed. It Trill be 
sho^rn that the.refrigerated beef, after 
being taken from the ice in the trop- 
ical climate, spoils quickly unless well 
eared; for, and that the canned beef 
becomes repulsive in appearance and 
soon, unpalatable. But the. court will 
hold.as the result of chemical investi- 
gations by experts, that the canned 
beef is wholesome and nutritive. At- 
tention will fee cahed to the fact that 
it: was used throughout taexwar.by 
our navy, and is still used by tfee 
fleet. It is believed that the court will 
criticize uiose officers wco have tes- 
tified that they became aware that baa 
beef was issued to the troops and who 
failed to report their observations un-. 
til after the war had closed.
